Is the Pure Negro Race Doomed?.--Study of 
an Interesting Social Problem, 
From the New Yo k Sun, 

ABBEVILLE, S. C., Jane 4.—When I first pat 
the pen upon this papermy impalse was to 
write at the bead “black” instead of colored 
faces. But what is regarded as a enphemism 
by many is in reality the most exact form of 
speech, if words are meant to describe the 
objects to which they refer. Gointo any large 
assemblage of people in the south and see how 
many genuine negroes areamong them. Thsy 
are almest as scarce as the red Indians, who 
once roved over these fields, and whose only 
memorials now are the queer stone structures 
they built and{the flint arrow heads that are 
ploughed up occasionally in the fields, Toa 
Eurepeav, accastomed only to the piok- 
white skin of the Cancasian race, the 
ix deecribable number of shades 
among these who are all lumped to- 
gether as negroes it must be a very perplexing 
study. Almost bisck, dark brown, brown, 
light brown, dark yellow, yellow, light yellow, 
cark pearl, pear), light peasl—this represonts 
the scale, go far as words cando it, if one can 
only imagine about a thousand shades bet veen 
cach of these divisions; butI despair of giving 
an idea ofthe wonderous variety, and even of 
the shi ting shades of any iniividualface. I 
have seen a face changing its shade slowly 
from dark brown toan almost glistening yel- 
low, secorcing as the emotions of the heart 
swayed the frame; for the persun having a 
porticn of xregro blood in him becomes paler 
when powerfully moved, jast as a white man 
turns a deathly write when overtaken Sy 
some sudden ard unexpected joy or disaster. 

Take vp the last ceusus. It shows you so 
maty whites, eo many negroes. The numbers 
co not matter bere, but one fact has been a3’ 
certnined. The colored people, so far from 
dying out, are actually on the increase. Yot 
there is one thing which the censua cannol, by 
its very Lature, consider; and that is the as 
tonishing vari: ty of the shades referred to, ail 
of which it jumps together under the head of 
“colored.” ‘This can bs no matter of mathe- 
matical calenlation— if can only be one of «s7i- 
mates; and if askec to place the mean line of 
these varietics, I shou'd say, from long aud 
careful observation, that ic would now be 
fuunc about yellow, or dark yellow; certainly 
nethelow the latter mark. The averago col- 
ored person is thus aboat midway between tae 
white and black races Nor is that al!. Twonty 
years ago the line would “have been farther 
back. The Caucasian blood is prevaiiing with 
ever-icicasing sirengtb, while the Legru 
blood is declining iu proportionate ratio 

W ost ave the caures, and what will be the 
effec's of this misceyenatiou? 

The isitiateng canse is we'l enough known.

In the 
latter case a decided decresso in the colored 
poy ulation would take place. There are fears 
on this score, but upto the present they have 
ncetreslized themselves. Buithe trae cause, 
whatever the circumstances, of this bleachiag 
of the Afhican race ia the power of Caucasian 
biood. It conquers the blood of thw race with 
which it mixes, justassurely asit outwardly 
taing phs by force wheu brougat ioto visieas 
collision with those other yaces. The iadua- 
iteb'e will, the 1esiless intllect. tne natural 
eneryy of the white man are half impacted to 
his mixed cifspring, acd wake him a more 
compete, &@ Mcre provideut, a more pa- 
fect man than hia darker, easy goiug brother 
The woilatto tskes better care of his 
femily, laysby more store, and loos closer 
inte providing for tomorrow, aud ss # Couse- 
quence he and thosa dependent upor bim ace 
velter clothed and hous-d, exiss ionger, rad 
are more prolitc in offspriug, at least ia those 
that grow to manhcod, than the colcred persea 
net rer skin to the genvine Afriéan, 

lfthis process coutinuea undisturbed, the 
most striking effect will bethe wiping ous of 
the color line. Jadeed, that ling is now a 
pure fiction. Where is it to bs placed? A 
man hire-tenths white and one-tenth black — 
is he more of a negrothan a Caucasian? Tho 
Gistireticn is broad encrgh between the genu- 
ire African andthe genuine Caucasian, but 
when they shade off into each other by undis- 
ting nishable degreer, itis utterly impossible to 
mark alne not purely arbitrary. To he sure 
there are two aspects to thi: matter, Onjes‘ors 
may insist onthe other. Tary may. say that, 
no matter what eubtiety is resorted to, sviil 15 
is 8 fact that the bulk of the colored peop'e ara 
wicely divided from the bulk of ths whites 
A proposit’on trne enough in itself, but utter- 
ly falee when all the cireamstances are impvr- 
tially cors dered. All candid minded mea will 
cece What lam driving at. I am shoving « 
tencercy, end I have taken this fictitiong ‘gol. 
or line” asastarting poist. Tho wiping out 
tagirs there, of course, not in the extremas. 
Auadwhenthe bail is once pat ia motion, 
everything cortpires to increase its impstas, 
The impossibility of drawiug a strict line acts 
natoraliy upon the whole back cvolama in raii- 
ipy the mean line of color. Hore is a signifi- 
cant fact. Mcst of the southern states have 
ad«ptcd laws against the intcr-marriage of tha 
races, and the old laws against aduitery 
ava fernication are being taken ont and 
furbiehed up anew with an eyo 
to this special kind. Of course snch legisia- 
tion, though good in intent, is perfecily futile. 
But it shows how our legislators aro baginuinz 
to feel that tho natural antipathy bot weea tie 
racesis falling, and that stringent moisures 
are hecessary to prevent the gradaal mtermix 
tureof the whole population.

A BOARD OF PARDONS. 


Governor Gordon Will Urge the Legislature 
to Consider the Matter, 


Governor Gordon, in his next message, will 
call the attention of the general assembly to 
the matter of pardons, and will advise the or- 
ganization of a board of pardons to assist the 
executive in making the necessary investigs- 
tions and inquiries} relative to the large num- 
ber of criminals now secking executive clem- 
ency. : 

To aCONSTITUTION reporter, the governor 
stated yesterday that he was more and more 
impressed with the belief that sach a board 
ehonlé be formed. Not because there was any 
Gisposition on-his part to shirk proper re- 
epensibility, or to aveid work, but solely on the 
ground demanded by the exigencies of the situ- 
ation. 

It was utterly impossible for him to give 
the proper attention to the many applications 
presented to him for executive clemency. It 
wasasimple mattcr of time. He could not 
attend tosll and look after the other business 
of the office. No man could doit. It was out 
of a}] question, 

Applications had accumulated; many of them 
no dcubt were deserving, many ought to beim: 
mediately inquired into, and ifan injustice had 
heen done, it could not be remedied too quick- 
ly. No dcuht many will be and onght to be 
rejected, bnt there are many in the peniten. 
tisry today whom the judges presiding at tae 
trie) think should not have been convicted. 

The governor was not prepsred tosay how 
the pardon board should be organiz3d and of 
whim itsbould consist. These detaila more 
properly belonged to the domain of the legiala- 
ture, ard’ no doubt wou'd be satisfactorily 
fixed. 

He had madeup his mind, however, upon 
one thing, acd that was to cill the atcention of 
the general atrrembly to the matter in his next 
mersacge ard to nrgenpon itthe importance 
ard necessity of taking immmediate action look- 
ing tothe ergsnization of a beard of this char- 
acter.

This trustce is the Na- 
tional Exchange bank of Augusta, 
Now, inasmuch es the eociety hus 
not flourished, Khas sold or transferred the 
business to a Chicago company, ca'led 
the “Chicago Guaranty Fand and 
Life Society.” The correspondent of the 
comptroller wishes to know if this monsy on 
ceposit in Augusta can be transferred by tho 
society to the Chicago company? The corres- 
pondent is a certificate holdor in the Augusta 
company, and is interested in the money on 
deposit tothe amount of his certificate. He 
‘was informed yesterday by Comptroller Wright 
that the money on deposit could not be trans. 
ferred to any one at all without due process of 
law. The section of the act incorporating the 
company in which the management of the sev: 
eral fonds is provided for, was cited by the 
comptroller general in support of his position. 
it is likely that the National Exchange bank, 
the trustee appointed, will retain possession of 
the fund until the courts direct what shall be 
cone with it.
